DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on April 2, 2003, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Claims 1-34 are pending in the instant application. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1 ) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

Claim 33 recites "biasing member", there is no antecedent basis for the claimed 
terminology in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. New 
claim 33 recites "a biasing member" (the term biasing is interpreted as to apply a small voltage 
to, obtained from http://dictionarv.reference.com/search ). however, there is no proper 
description of any biasing member in the drawings or the specification, thus, the subject matter 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Berton (US 
6,469,429). 

Regarding claim 29, Berton discloses a vibration damper (Fig. 8) for use in a cathode ray 
tube having a shadow mask comprising a plurality of contact members (60) in contact with a 
shadow mask (8, at portion 61) and adapted to receive and disperse a vibration, and a plurality 
of connecting members (81), each connecting member disposed between adjacent contact 
members (60) and adapted to connect the adjacent contact member. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-28 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Claims 30-32 and 34 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and specifically comprising the limitation 
fixing means configured to bring the contact members into contact with the shadow mask, such 
that the contact members receive the vibration of the shadow mask and disperse the vibration 
by impact and friction between the contact members and the shadow mask. 

Regarding claims 2-28, claims 2-28 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 .
